A!l other 
freight goes by way of Mverpool or 
Soutbampton, and It Is not reasona- 
ble to expect that commerce carried 
on by such meaoa .will wn •monDt 
to much. 

During the war In South Africa 
our exports ran up as high as $38,- 
4^.fi.s,":i, but that was uunatiiral and 
Topresonted thoui-ands of horsen, 
mules, cattle and military supplies 
purchased 'a this country by the 
' British KOT*mm<»Dt. The army quar- 
termasters tad mermanent 'corrals tn 
Missouri and Ne wOrleans, where 
they conoei'trated the live stoek pur- 
chased by traveling agents through- 
out tne western etatea and territories 
and forwarded several ahip loads a 
month to Cape Town. At the close 
of the war, Ini 1905, our exports 
dropped to $18,600,000, hot, during 
the following year they recovered 
raipldily until, on the 304h of June, 
190(1, the total showed a gain of 
$1,000,000, the exact sum being 
$19,1^2,361.

One fruit dealer stated this morn- 
ing: "We win ask that a district 
taking In Kentucky avenue, Broad- 
way and Jefferson street, from First 
street to SUth street, be created and 
that tAi^ peddtora be ^hibited from 
selling.

Tne clow which led the police to 
drag the river for OsLone's body 
waa furalahed by James Harrop,who 
last nlgbt tpM of havlac bmb a horse 
man strngsUng wUb hla mount on 
the bridKe The horae was bucking 
and trying to throw his rider. 

Harrop heard a splash in tl\e riv- 
er, but thought it was only a stone, 
dialodged by the horse's hoofs, fall- 
ing from the bridge. That waa last 
Wedneaday nlifht. when DeLone dis 
appeared. His horse waa found 
browsing near the bridge. 

City avenue brldse is a wooden 
structure. Its guard rails are of iron 
and are about four feet, high. It 
spans the Schuylkill at a height of 
100 feet or more.

Demands for a new teaeber in the 
High school which the school boar.l 
will meet tonight, reflect the ad- 
vancement of the Institution during 
the last two yeara, under the direc- 
tion of Superintendent Lieb and 
Prof. Qoorge Payn^" tta» f rtn wl^ 
pal. 

The now teacher will make the 
seventh employed in the High school, 
where four formerly taught ail the 
students. At that time each teacher 
had a number of widely varying sub- 
Jecta whereas now each toacher Is a 
speeialtat, and la ohoooa to teach Ms 
or bar specialty. 

The specializing of the work and 
tbe Improvements gradually Insisted 
on have rais. d thu standard of tbe 
school, so that tho four years' 
course, substituted for the old three 
years' course, is actually a full year 
ahead of tbe feraor High school. 
The seventh grade bi now Tne equal 
of the old eight grade. Where for- 
merly the school wa.s not recognised 
outside tho stale and imi by nome 
Institutions In the state, a certificate 
from the aupertntendent that t.'ne 
scholar baa passed in any particular 
study wilt be acooptod by any col- 
lege or university in tbe country. 

Prom an enrollment of 150 the 
school ha.'i grown to 210 and tho 
now High school auditorium, in 
which all the students gather, gives 
the institution a homogeneity it 
lacked when tba «la«MO occupied 
separate rooms like tbe trade 
schools. With thte has been cuttivat- 
ed a school spirit, that has bad a 
tendency, not only to Increase the 
numbers aniiniil y (entering from tho 
grades, but ha.s kept up the aiieud- 
ance and Interest of the pupils. Ath- 
letics, literary soAeties and lectures 
have served to aUnaUte the pride 
<K the studenU In tholr ochool and 
Its work.
